WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt revealed to- 
day that this government had 


raised the question of freedom of 
religion in discussing 


in Russia 


with Moscow officials the prob- 


lems of supplying military equip- 
ment for the Soviet’s war with 
Germany. 

He declined to disclose any de- 
tails and left open to speculation 
the possibility that guarantees of 
religious freedom may have been 
demanded in return for American 
assistance. 

W. Averell Harriman, the head 
of a mission now in Moscow, was 
given instructions to take up the 
question of freedom of religion, 
Mr. Roosevelt told a press confer- 
ence, but had not as yet made a 
report. Other efforts in this direc- 
tion had been made previously, he 
said without elaboration. Pre- 
sumably, these were through 
Lawrence Steinhardt, the Ameri- 
can ambassador. 

Protests Are Made. 

Thus the President added a new 
chapter to the controversy on 
Russian religious freedom which 
began earlier in the week with his 
statement that the Soviet consti- 
tution provided for freedom of 
worship and freedom to oppose 
religion as well. This, he said, 
was similar to the system in effect 
in this country. 

Numerous protests followed, 
based upon charges that, while the 
Russian constitution might con- 
tain a freedom-of-religion clause, 
in actual practice the situation 
was quite the opposite. 

Yesterday, the White House 
took the unusual step of making 
public a stenographic transcript of 
what Mr. Roosevelt had said.

Cotton farmers will enjoy the best 
returns in more than 
the Agriculture Department pre- 
today in its annual 
look report of the south’'s 
crop. 


The department said that do-| 


mestic cotton consumption in Au- 
gust andl September was 


mestic situation, the department 
said that record low levels of all 
exports would hold down con- 
sumption of American cotton to 
comparatively low totals. 

However, despite the smallest 
crop in recent years, now  esti- 
mated at about 10,500,000 bales, 
the recent price levels of nearly 
17 cents a pound indicate’ that 
growers will have the biggest total 
income since 1929, it was said. 

“The outlook for cotton exports 
remains extremely unfavorable 
because of the large proportion of 
world spindles that are under Axis 
control and the low level of cot- 
ton = activity in Great Britain 
and Japan,” the department said. 

Exports for the current season 
will not exceed the 100,000 bales 
of last season, it was estimated. 
Then they were the smallest since 
the Civil War. 

If the rate of cotton consump- 
tion is maintained, domestic con- 
sumption will be above 10,500,000 
bales. However, it was added that 
the old stocks of cotton would 
continue exceptionally large. The 
department estimated the total do- 
mestic supply for the 1941-42 sea- 
son at about 22,500,000 bales.

The One Essential 

There are two proposals designed to give 
Atlanta a more effective police department. 
One, sponsored by a group of citizens, proposes 
-to make Chief Hornsby actual chief, in every 
sense of the word, of the department. This 
would take authority to promote and demote 
officers out of the hands of the police com- 
mittee and place it entirely in the hands of 
the chief. It carries, too, the full intent that 
politics shall be entirely eliminated from the 
department and that the police committee and 
council shall keep hands off the running of 
the force. 

The other proposal is sponsored by Mayor 
LeCraw. Under the Mayor’s plan a commis- 
sioner of public safety, probably an outsider 
recommended by the FBI and the Army 
authorities, would have full control of the 
department. The chief would be retained, but 
under direction of the commissioner. The 
police committee would be abolished, but in its 
stead three members of council would become 
g committee of public safety.. 

Both proposals have features to recommend 
them and both have disadvantages. It is 
unnecessary here to enter into their merits in 
detail. 

What is primarily needed for Atlanta’s 
police force, the one essential, is that full 
authority shall be vested in one man, whether 
he be titled chief of police, commissioner of 
safety or what not. That one man should be 
entirely responsible for results. If he cannot 
produce a satisfactory record of law enforce- 
ment, "he should be replaced. 

Atlanta’s crime record in proportion to 
population as shown in FBI reports, compares 
unfavorably with almost all other United States 
cities, north or south. At least part of the 
blame for this can be laid to the door of laxity 
in law enforcement in the past. For cities gain 
reputations and, when it is known to the under- 
world that enforcementvis weak in Atlanta, it 
is but logical that many criminals come here. 
This is a handicap that can only be overcome 
by strict and stringent enforcement of the law 
and unrelenting prosecution of criminals over 
u jong period of time. 

It really doesn’t matter what the means 
employed, if the result is a competent, alert 
police force, with every man knowing that his 
job and his promotion depend solely upon 
efficient performance of his police duties—if 
favoritism and politics are utterly uprooted— 
then, and only then, will the city get the police 
service it deserves, 


For a Greater Fair 

President Mike Benton, of the Southeastern 
Fair Association, announced this week plans for 
a larger midway area, to accomodate the in- 
creasing throngs which attend the fair each 
year. He stated there is, under consideration, 
a place to construct a bridge over the lake and 
operate midway shows, rides and concessions 
-on both sides of that body of water. 

Which will be entirely satisfactory if, with 
the enlargement of the midWay area, goes an 
enlargement of the space available for other, 
and more important, features of the fair. 

During the past ten days, while-the fair has 
been in operation, youthful Georgia has made 
a splendid showing for itself. The various 
clubs and organizations of boys and girls 
exhibited everything from fat steers to canned 
fruit and homemade dresses. It was, in fact, 
an inspiring panorama of the achievements 
of the rising generation. 

Yet there can be no denial that exhibits ofe 
livestock, of farm products, of machinery and 
industrial progress are too limited, by far, for 


a fair which professes, by its title, to represent 
the entire southeast and, this year even added 
the descriptive “world’s fair.” 

The midway is fine. It offers unrivalled 
opportunity for tired men and women to forget, 
for a little while, the cares of everyday. It is 
a gala avenue of delight for children. 

But a fair should not be too much midway 
and not enough exhibits of progress and 
achievement. There should be a proper balance 
‘between the two features. Already the midway, 
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perhaps, predominates too much at the South- 
eastern Fair. 


Extend the midway area if possible, it will 
add to the size and impressive showing of the 


fair. But, if money can be spared for additions, 
it would seem more important that it first be 


spent on increasing the space for farm and 
industrial exhibits and in offering prizes suf- 
ficiently alluring that cattle, hogs, poultry and 
livestock generally, that farm products and 
industrial developments shall eagerly compete 
for exhibit space here. 


Point Eight 
Ever since publication of the basic points 
agreed upon between Roosevelt and Churchill 
at their historic Atlantic conference, the 
bases on which peace, when it comes, must 
be founded, there has been much discussion 
as to the wisdom, or otherwise, of Point 8. 


That clause provides for the unilateral dis- 
armament of Germany. 

Critics have asserted that publication of 
Point 8 has done much to assure prolonga- 
tion of the war. They say that it has em- 
phasized to the German people that, if they 
do not win the war, they are doomed to a 
hopeless sort of national situation, after- 
wards. That it has halted any hopes which 
might previously have existed for an uprising 
of the German people against Hitler and the 
militarists who have led them into their mad 
adventure of conquest. 


There may be something to what these 
critics say, but it must always be remembered 
that, during the past century, Germany has 
invariably been the cause of war. Time after 
time again the Germans’ love of militarism 
has plunged nations into conflict that has 
horrified the world. Otherwise peaceful peo- 
ples who have asked nothing but to be left 
alone have been attacked, slaughtered by 
thousands and brutally downtrodden for no 
other apparent reason than that the Prussian 
military clique wanted to try out, in actual 
warfare, some new theories of equipment or 
of strategy. 

One of the basic differences between Ger- 
many and the free, democratic nations of the 
world, is that, in times of peace, free peoples 
regard the army, as a career, as the last to 
be considered. While in Germany the army 
is considered the most enviable career of all. 
The finest youth of Germany knows no higher 
ambition than a commission in the army and, 
as a result, the entire nation, almost with- 
out exception, looks up to that army as some- 
thing extra special in the way of armies, 
something invulnerable. 


And, with such a mind, can a constant 
readiness to use that army be surprising? 

Point 8 of the Atlantic charter may dis- 
courage some German elements who have 
grown sick of the Hitler program. But it 
must. be remembered that Germany has 
caused war after war. That, in the first 
World War, there was no fighting on Ger- 
man soil, that the German people knew noth- 
ing of the firsthand horrors of battle. This 
time, of course, they are suffering air bomb- 
ings just as their opponents have suffered. 

It must be concluded, all things consid- 
ered, that total disarmament of Germany, 
total destruction of her means of making new 
arms and constant policing to see she does 
not try, by subterfuge, to rebuild her armed 
forces, is among the prerequisites fof any 
peace that Europe can hope to maintain in- 
definitely. 


Widening Opportunity 

Henry Ford has once again performed an 
altruistic and constructive service for a Georgia 
institution. He has agreed to provide equip- 
ment and instruction for a vocational course in 
automobile upholstery and repair at the 
Georgia School for the Deaf at Cave Spring. 

Thus a group of physically handicapped 
youths will find a new opportunity to make 
an independent place for themselves. Another 
branch of occupation, in addition to printing, 
agriculture, dairying, cabinet work and other 
trades, will open for Georgians who cannot 
hear. 

There is no reason why persons handicap- 
ped by lack of hearing cannot make substan- 
tial places for themselves in the world. There 
are innumerable trades and arts which depend 
not at all upon ability to hear and, in time, all 
will be opened to the deaf. 

It is according to the rule of nature that a 
person deprived of the use of one sense becomes 
unusually gifted in all the others. Thus it may 
reasonably be expected that the young auto- 
mobile upholsterers and repairmen trained at 
the Cave Spring school will, on the average, 
prove even more capable workmen than their 
unhandicapped confreres.

JOBS FOR SOLDIERS

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WASHINGTON PARADE

STRANGE CREATION WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.-—Civilian de- 
f 


ense, the far-flung government- 
sponsored organization being set up under the direction of Mayor 
LaGuardia, of New York, promises to be one of the strangest crea- 
tions of the national defense effort. 

The primary purpose, of course, is to train a large civilian army 
of voluntary workers as air raid wardens, bomb squads, auxiliary 
police and demolition crews against the day when the country might 
be attacked by a hostile air force, such as England has been bombed 
in the present conflict. 

But if the various communities of the country follow the sugges- 
tions of Director LaGuardia, they may find themselves immersed 
in a multiplicity of collateral activities designed to make the civilian 
population safe, healthy and happy in the midst of war. 

Volunteers enrolling under the banner of the civilian defense 
director may “reform the family’s food habits,” conduct classes in 
music or dancing, act as life savers in swimming pools, or even test 
hearing or eyesight. Again they may give advice to underprivileged 
clients, assist probation officers, arrange trips to the movies, or 
perform any one of a dozen functions in the field of education, public 
health and public welfare, 


ALL IS PUBLIC MORALE It all comes under the head of 

public morale, vital, to be sure, 
to the well-being of the nation in time of war. But impression is 
gained from a 35-page pamphlet issued by Mayor LaGuardia’s office 
that he is afraid an army of volunteers is going to descend on him 
in such force that there will be nothing to keep them occupied. 
Consequently, he wants to be sure the workers have plenty to do, 
whether it has anything to do with war or not. 

Much of the activities of community groups will be built around 
the local fire departments—a natural focal point, in as :nuch as one 
of the chief missions of civilian defense will be to put out fires 
started by incendiary bombs, if the country is ever confronted with 
wholesale bombing raids. As a means of stimulating interest in the 
work and also to better prepare the country for such an emergency, 
Senator Bob Reynolds, of North Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, has revealed plans for sponsoring a 
$60,000,000 appropriation for supplementing the fire fighting equip- 
ment of the nation. 

The prospect is held out for many communities getting a new 


fire engine. 
ALL INTO PICTURE It is suggested that in organizing a civil- 
ian defense group in any community, 
those interested should first propose a volunteer office to the local 
defense council, if there is one, otherwise to the mayor or county 
commissioners. Co-operation of social agencies and chambers of 
commerce is important, the organizing groups are informed, and 
they are urged to solicit the aid of women’s clubs, service organi- 
zations and health, welfare and educational groups, to the end of 
bringing the whole community into the picture and obtaining as 
much, moral and financial support as possible from existing agencies. 
Mayor LaGuardia offers a program for volunteer participation in 
the national program he hopes to set in motion. The subsidiary 
programs, as listed in the preliminary outline, include “protection 
programs,” “programs for unity,” “consumer programs,” and pro- 
grams for recreation, health, housing, and social services of all 
kinds—all of which, it is safe to say, are now being carried on 
actively by other federal, state or local agencies. 


WELFARE SERVICES So fertile are the LaGuardia head- 

. quarters aides in ideas that more than 
200 separate avenues of activity are suggested for the volunteers 
who are waiting to be enrolled in the civilian defense army. Hardly 
a score are directly related to defense, in the sense of providing 
protection for civilians in case the country should be attacked. The 
rest come under the general head of welfare services. 

Mayor LaGuardia in a foreword to the pamphlet informs the 
country: 

“Every patriotic citizen, no matter what his politics, creed, race 
or personal position, must unite to prepare his country for what- 
ever dangers may be ahead. Our Army and Navy is being built 
to full strength at great sacrifice by’ millions of men. But now, 
more than ever before, our strength is the strength of each citizen. 
We are therefore recruiting a new protective force—civilian defense. 
Every citizen, whether young or old, rich or poor, man or woman, 
is needed. 

“Civilian defense has two tasks: 

“]—-The first is to prepare for the day we pray may never 
come; when bombs and artillery fire fall on our cities, towns and 
countryside, and when men, women and children must stand pre- 
pared to defend their homes and their liberties.

POLICE FUNCTIONS Chief Hornsby, of our local police 
f 


orce, has assumed charge under a 
pledge made by the mayor and administration forces after last 
council meeting—that he would be “let alone” and allowed to do 
the job—or fail to do it. 

The chief, in making new assignments yesterday, may be as- 
‘tumed to have done so as his first act leading toward doing the job, 

It was a positive move and one which politicians both pro and 
con might accept and await its action, Public sentiment is be- 
hind the chief. His personal character has helped him. He has 
been working away patiently at his job. His critics say he hasnt 
done a competent job and point to FBI crime records. They do 
show Atlanta has an unusually high record of crime in murders, 
housebreakings, robberies and larcenies of various types. 


It is a little disturbing to find that Atlanta’s murder and gen- 
eral crime record is worse than that of Memphis or Birmingham, 
cities of comparable populations. This might be unanswerable were 
it not for two factors. 


It is these two factors which ought to make us realize that a 
cat-fight ‘over the police chief is merely a part of our problem 
and that the finest chief in the world might find it difficult to 
enforce the laws because of these two factors. 


It is these two factors which cause the chief’s supporters to 
say he has done a good job. 


They insist that the function of the police department is to 
police. That is, to patrol, investigate and make arrests. This, they 
claim, the Atlanta force has been doing under Chief Hornsby. 


THE TWO FACTORS These two factors are, according to the 
chief’s supporters: 
1—The many pardons and paroles issued to criminals. 
2—Failure of juries to regard Negro murders and assaults of 
ani on other Negroes as serious and worthy of real punishment. 


The chief’s foes have something solid in the FBI crime report. 


The chief’s supporters have something as strong, or stronger, 
in the cold facts so well known to the people of Atlanta. 


Hardly a day passes but what some notorious “bug” operator 
is released on pardon or parole. Criminals of various types are 
arrested and put away for a term of months or years. Paroles 
and pardons too often have them back en the street within a few 
weeks or months. 

Our parole and pardon racket is a racket today as it has been 
for years. 


The police function is to arrest criminals. 


_Former Mayor Hartsfield, whose name still bobs up in the po- 
litical controversies today, once said that once a criminal wags 
arrested the whole complexion of the law changed. Once arrested 
it became difficult to convict. Postponements, legal fights and 
delays and, if conviction did come, paroles and pardons followed 
in numbers sufficient to paralyze any police force. 

Mayor Roy LeCraw, whose honesty is unassailable, also has de- 
plored the actions of courts, judges and governors in throwing back 
on the public the criminals arrested and convicted. 


It is a notorious fact that our juries always have looked upon 
a Negro murder case or an assault by a Negro on another Negro, 
as of little importance. The attitude, “just another nigger killing,” 
has — most costly to us in actual money spent in law enforce- 
ment. 


The chief’s supporters have a good argument there. 


The police force of a city can be made impotent by paroles 
and pardons.

My Dear Louise: 

Have you ever talked with men who served as chaplains in the 
last war? Those who saw men die of their wounds seem to agree 
that men sorely hurt become boys again. On the eve of battle they 
may have been hard-boiled tough fellows who shaved blue and 
scorned all weakness, but when they are close to death and half 
delirious with pain, all alike moan in their agony: “Mammal 
Mamma!” 

A similar truth was mentioned by Churchill in one of his broad- 
casts, “There are times,” said he, “when all men pray.” He had 
seen it happen in bombed and terrified London. 

Men may be indifferent to religion, or may show off by mocking 
it, or may be honest agnostics, unable to believe in things unseen; 
but when they face sudden and awful death and cold fear grips 
their hearts, all alike turn in despair to their Maker, They pray to 
God for help, crying out whatever name they know that means 
Divinity. 

You can respect and pity these doubters who pray only in their 
extremity, but what of the believers who remember God only when 
they are in trouble and.need something? 


Of course it is logical to ask for help only when you need it, 
but it takes a lot of gall if you don’t even act friendly at other times. 


Jesus frequently compared the relationship between us and our 
Heavenly Father to that between a: child and its earthly father. 
And if God loves us as a good father loves his child, we may assume 
that He is affected by our behavior as other fathers are by the 
behavior of their children. 


That being true, it requires little imagination to understand how 
He feels when people remember Him only in time of trouble. 

When you bring your troubles to me, I am always a little flate 
tered; and few things give me more pleasure than I get by solving 
your problem and helping you over the rough places. 

But I’d feel ashamed and heart-sore if you used me only as a 
convenience and ignored me completely until you had need of my 
help. 

A brief feeling of gratitude is not payment enough. If a father 
is worth using in time of trouble, he should be entitled to some show 
of loyalty and affection even in happy times, when his care and 
protection have made life carefree and joyous. Love,

1,100 Observation Posts. 


Georgia has been assigned 1,100 | 
observation posts, one to each 32) 
square miles of territory, but has | 
completed only about 31 per cent. 
of the number. Each post must | 
be manned by a crew of 20 men, | 
some of whom must be on duty at 
all hours. The 4,100 in Georgia 
is the largest number of any 
state in the area. 

While Georgia was only 31 per 
cent complete as of September 26, 
Louisiana was 73 per cent organ- 
ized, North and South Carolina 
were 62 per cent complete, Flor- 
ida 55 per cent, and Mississippi 
was 19 per cent complete. 

Under the plan a test of the 
observation posts was to have been 
made beginning October 20. The 
planes were to come into Georgia 
from the east, and move along 
unannounced routes, which the 
observers were to pick by sending 
messages to central points as the 
planes flew over their posts. This 
has been an important defense 
weapon in England during raids, | 
because interceptor forces can 
tell by the direction of the planes 
as plotted by the observers where | 
to concentrate their resisting craft. | 

Volunteer Offices. 

The three organizations decided 
to establish volunteer participa- 
tion offices in every community

tditor, Constitution: I have) 
made no reply to recent commu- 
nications in your FPulse of the 
Public in which certain individ- 
uals have accused me of preju- 
dice, bigotry, egotism and _ 50 
forth in connection with my letter 
to the President regarding his ap- 
pointment of a “personal” ambas- 
sador to the Vatican. So long as 
these gentlemen deal in personal 
attacks, without reference to the 
facts in the case, no _ reply is 
needed. 

I will say in passing that I have 
no. concern about the religious 
dogmas of any church, be that 
church Roman Catholic, Prot- 
estant, Jewish, or otherwise, ex- 
cept in the cherished principle that 
everyone shall be free to believe 
whatever he chooses to believe, 
without coercion of any sort what- 
soever from either ecclesiastical 
or civil authorities. I ask no priv- 
ilege for myself as a Baptist that 
I would not die to guarantee to 
any other fellow human being, 
either to believe or not believe, 
And 
I choose to leave to each person 
his own interpretation of his mo- 
tives in religion and all other mat- 
ters. Toleration is a matter of -ex- 
pediency, liberty is a right. 

But I do ask for the privilege 
of making two statements in reply 
to the communication of Hugh 
Kinchley in your issue of October 
1, who writes as an official of the 
Catholic Layman’s Association of 
Georgia, since he lifts the contro- 
versy from the lowlands of per- 
sonal attack, and deals with the 
facts in the case.

That the sending of Mr. Taylor 
to the Vatican was not altogether | 
a matter of dealing with the war | 
emergency is supported by a state- 
ment appearing in the New York 
Sun, issued of March 8, 1934, as 
follows: 

“A definite agreement has been 
reached by President Roosevelt 
and the Vatican that diplomatic 
relations shall be established be- 
tween the United States and the 
Holy See as soon as public opin- 
ion in America can be brought 
around to the idea. ‘ 

And it is further supported by 
the fact that President Warren G. 
Harding wrote a letter on April 
16, 1921, in which he said’ 

“Your letter of April 11, pro- 
testing the sending of an Ameri- 
can diplomatic representative to 
the Vatican at Rome, is one of a 
large number that have come to 
me of similar character. . . It is 
proper for me to say that the 
President has given no considera- 
tion to such a step and that there 
will be no occasion for him to 
consider it, unless the congress 
should by law provide for sending 
such an envoy. . iu

Never saw such an outfit as the Yankees. The World 
Series game to them is about as exciting as a ride down the 
hotel elevator.

Actually, some of the Yanks seemed human then, but 
they might as well have gone on peering at the Bums 
through their lorgnettes because an unsentimental gentle- 
man from Georgia, Whitlow Wyatt, was shooting at them 
with a Confederate rifle. 

Yes, it appealed to a lot of people that Wyatt was 
representing something more than a baseball game. 
The New York Times reported: 

“A long and lean fellow named John Whitlow Wyatt, 
whose rambling Georgia cotton plantations overlap the 
battlefields of Chickamauga, and who doubtless felt him- 
self spurred on by hereditary instincts, completed the per- 
formance. Bvy the sheer wizardry of his pitching skill, he 
downed the Yanks.” 

It was really a thrill to see a Georgia farm boy put 
those damyankees in their place. 


7 . ; As someone remarked, the sec- 
Geor pla Shines ond game of the World Series 
provided a great day for Georgia. The front pages of the 
newspapers not only featured the duel between the Georgia 
pitchers, Chandler and Wyatt, but considerable space was 
devoted to the attempted kidnaping of ex-Governor Rivers. 
It’s a small world when you stop to consider it. 

There was a moment just before the second game 

that I'll never forget. Each day they have the flag- 

raising ceremony, but this was special for anyone 
from the deep south. 

As Old Glory was pulled reverently to the top of. the 
center field flagpole in the presence of more than 66,000, 
one looked down and saw, on either side of home plate, 
two stalwart figures facing the colors and holding caps 
over their hearts. | 

Two Georgia boys had been warming up side by 
side to battle in baseball’s biggest attraction and 
now were united in the age-old tribute to flag and 
country. Side by. side stood Spurgeon Chandler, 
from Carnesville, once a plowboy, and Whitlow 

Wyatt, a gentleman farmer from Buchanan. 

There were other heart throbs. Here’s what the Herald 
Tribune reported about Wyatt’s victory: 

“There was a thrill in yesterday’s game which found 
superficial expression in the hugs and handshakes bestowed 
on Wyatt after he got Tommy Henrich to hit into the air 
for the final out. In the winter of 1937, after being checked 
out by the American League clubs, Wyatt figured he was 
through. He had a lame arm, no control and no future as 
far as he could see. He was about to retire when he was 
persuaded to make another try. (It was at this time he 
approached the Crackers, wanting to pitch close to his home 
in his twilight hours of baseball.) 

“Then a miracle happened. He signed with Milwaukee 
and found strength in his arm. He proceeded to learn how 
to pitch. So Brooklyn bought him and in his third year 
with the team he succeeded beyond his wildest dreams, 
. winning 22 games in the regular season and pitching seven 
shutouts to help put the Dodgers in the World Series. 

“And yesterday, with the cheers of a multitude ringing 
in his ears, he stopped the famous Yankees after they bat- 
tered him for seven hits in the first three innings.” 

None fortunate enough to be present will ever 
forget Wyatt’s great performance in making possible 

Breoklyn’s first World Series victory in 21 years. 

John Ogden, now with Elmira but formerly an old 
Oriole, said he had never in his entire career seen a pitching 
performance which could match Wyatt’s.

MY DAY: Good Neighbor Idea

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—Last evening the President and I, 
with our dinner guests, had the pleasure of seeing two new films. 
One is made from pictures taken during Mr. Julian Bryan’s last 
trip to South America, and his voice gives the 
running comment. 

Life is full of little coincidences, and I 
smiled when I thought that, only yesterday 
morning, I had read a letter which a young 
friend wrote from Bogota. She told most in- 
terestingly of the country and the life there and 
casually mentioned that they had been spend- 
ing some very pleasant hours with Mr. Julian 
Bryan. Here I was looking at the picture made 
on his last trip, while he was out making pic- 
tures for a future film! 

The second. picture shown was done under 
the direction of Mr. Joseph Losey. It is a very 
charming picture of a nursery school in a rural area are 
shown in all the activities that are possible in country surround- 
ings. We see them at work and at play. The children range in 
age from two to seven years. No one could see this picture without 
finding some charming youngster to catch his attention. 

It has no great significance, except that it brings the people who 
see it a realization of the value of the nursery school. This edu- 
cational experiment is fairly new in our country. In Europe it has 
long been known and available to rich and poor alike. I remember 
years ago hearing that children in the London slums, who had the 
opportunity of attending nursery schools, showed up better in physi- 
cal examinations than the children of more privileged homes who 
were brought up in the traditional English fashion. 

I hope that wherever this picture is shown, here or in South 
America, it will make friends for us, because the audiences will 
like our children. I feel sure, also, that Mr. Bryan’s pictures, shown 
throughout this country, will make us réalize more keenly that, from 
Mexico to Cape Horn, we are truly “Americans all.” 

On the wall, in my office today, there hangs a map of the United 
States. On it the regional directors’ areas are marked off and coin- 
cide with the Army corps areas into which the country is divided. 
I am going to have a very interesting time putting little pins into 
that map as each one of our volunteer bureaus is established.
